Oil starts flowing from Sinai seabed

A-TUR. — ΟἹ started flowing here at 
4.05 yesterday afternoon, from the 
offshore Southern Sinai field of 
Alma. Production began at the rate 
of 10,000 barrels a day, and it is to be 
increased to 20,000 barrels within 
two weeks. This will represent 15 per 

cent of Israel's daily needs. 
Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda‘i 
told economic reporters at the site 


“yesterday he hoped that within a 


year oil production from the Sinai 
fields would reach a‘third of the 
country’s needs. Other experts on 
the spot suggested that the propor- 
tion might even be as high as one- 
half. 

Yisrael Lior, who is responsible 
for of] exploration at the Ministry of 


Energy, said of) reserves in Southern 
Sinai had been estimated as being 
worth at least half a billion dollars, 
though some qualified estimates put 
the value at a billion. Lior says he 
believes that in Northern Sinai too 
there are reserves, from the Bar- 
dawil area near the buffer zone with 
Egypt to the Sadot region. 

The Neptune company, which is 
doing the drilling at Alma, intends to 
sink ἃ total of 12 wells at the field. It 
has the drilling rights from the dis- 
engagement line with Egypt to A- 
Tur in the north, and as far as Ras 
Muhammad, a strip 120 km. long and 
15 km. wide. 

The Western Desert and Deep 
Water companies are drilling at 
various points in Northern Sinai — at 
Polision, Mena and Dikla. Some of 


theae drills are being carried out in 
partnership with the state-owned oil 
exploration company, and others are 
independent. 

The production of gas from the 
Sadot I field is due to begin within a 
month. The quantity is expected to 
be the equivalent of 4,000 barrels of 
oil daily. (For the purpose of com- 
parison, the rate of production at the 
existing field of Zohar, near Arad, is 
about 1,100 barrels a day.) 

The of] being produced at Alma is 
of sufficiently high quality to be 
refined in Israel. Three-quarters of 
the profits will go to the Israel 
government, after 25 per cent is 
taken off to cover Neptune's costs.

Knesset passes bill on 


compulsory high school 


Jerusalem Post Kuesset Reporter 

Free high school education 
became one atep closer to reality last 
night when the Knesset passed to 
committee the Compulsory Educa- 
tion Law ‘Amendment No. 13). after 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer presented it for Its first 
reading. 

There were no opposing votes, but 
Yigal Cohen-Orgad (Likud-Herut) 
abstained. Like several other 
speakers in the debate, he felt that 
the bil] would mainly help middile- 
class parents. 

‘The bill dees two things: it makes 
secondary education free, and it 
makes education compulsory for 15 
year olds, both effective in the 
1978/79 school year. 

At present, education is free and 
compulsory for about one-quarter of 
the country's 15 year olds: those liv- 
ing in Jerusalern, in development 
towns, and border settlements, 

On the assumption that the bill will 
become law and provide the 
neceagary funds, Hammer, with the 
approval of the Knesset Education 
Committee, yesterday signed an ad- 
ministrative order making educa- 
tion compulsory for 15 year olds. He 
told the Knesset that the ministry 
was already making preparations to 
absorb all 15 year olds in secondary 
schoois. . 

Bammer said the bill completed 
the circle begun by the late Zalman 
Shazar, when he presented the Com- 
pulsory Education Law in 1949, and 
extended by the late Benzion Dinur, 
when he presented the State Educa- 
tion Law in 1953. 

Since the government felt that the 
state budget could not be burdened 
with the expense of free high school 
education at this time, Hammer 
said, it had decided to cover the ex- 
pense, temporarily, by levying 8 0.04 
per cent tax on income subject to 
National Insurance premiums. 
Within the next two years, the 
government will seek a more 
suitable source for the necesgary 
funds, he added. 

Hammer said that it was ‘es- 
timated that the 0.04 per cent ‘tax 
would yield some 1L50 million more 


‘] than would be needed. This money 


will be returned to the lowest deciles 
of the population, who are exempt 
from high achool fees even under the 
present graded-fees system. 

The “return" will be in the form of 
covering the various extra payments 
that parents of high schoo! children 
must bear: for trips, books, school 
uniforms. and extra-curricular ac- 
tivities. 

Payments already made on ac- 
count of the 1978/79 school year will 
be returned, and undertakings to pay 
that parents have signed will be con- 
sidered null and void.

Histadrut Secretary-General!l 
Yeroham Meshel (Alignment) 
pointed out that whereas high school 
fees were included in the coat-of- 
living index, National Insurance 
premiums were not — and that index 
will fall by 0.5 per cent as a result 
iwhich will lower cost-of-living 
allowances paid to wage-earners). 

Cohen-Orgad argued that the bill 
increases the burden of the lowest 
three deciles, only 47 per cent of 
whose children get to the upper high 
school grades, but Nghtens the 
burden of the upper three deciles, 80 
per cent of whose children do. The 
real problem is how to get more of 
the first group to stay in high school. 

Meir Cohen (Likud-Herut) waa 
only slightly less critical. The bill 
follows the '‘fashion"” of the Ninth 
Knesset — to worry about the middle 
class, he said. He was in favour of 
the bill, but only on condition that 
disadvantaged children were given ἃ 
grade-schoo] education of the same 
quality as that received by middle- 
class children —- so that they would 
be In a position to benefit from high 
school. 

Mordechai Elgrabli (Democratic 
Movement for Change) was par- 
ticularly pleased with the provision 
in the bill requiring the local 
authorities to maintain a card file of 
all 16 and 17 year olds, indicating 
whether they were working, study- 
ing, or nelther. He said there were 
some 20,000 children who neither 
worked nor attended school, and he 
urged that they be declared eligible 
for “‘vocational rehabilitation.” 


Former education minister 
Aharon Yadlin (Alignment) welcom- 
ed the bill. He quoted the talmudic 
saying that ‘No maz 15 jealous of his 
son or his pupil” and added — “‘or his 
successor."" But he defended the 
graded-fees system that has been in 
effect for over a decade as having 
been based on the principles of social 
justice. He hoped that the Education 
Cornmittee (of which he js chatr- 
man) would consider whether 
kindergarten for three and four year 
olds could also be made free. 


The importance of making such 
kindergartens free was also stressed 
by Samuel Flatto Sharon iDevelop- 
ment and Peace} and Rabbi Kaiman 
Kahana (Poalei Agudat Yisrael}, the 
latter urging the government to 
“worry about the stockings before 
the top hat." 

Yehuda Ben-Meir (National 
Religious Party! said that the finan- 
eing of high school education by a 
minute tax on a!l was an expression 
of the Jewish principle of mutual aid.

Police find stolen goods worth IL5m. 


HOLON. — About IL5m. worth of 
stolen goods — allegediy taken by 
three suspects the police are now 
holding — has been recovered this 
month. 


The merchandise recovered by 
police includes 700 spare clutches for 
cara, five and a half tons of copper, 
three tons of thread, 50 vacuum 
bottles, 20 bolts of suede cloth, 200 
carpets, stereo sets, electronic TY 
games and cartons of whisky. 


The three suspects were arrested 
Several weeks ago, when a factory 
owner who had been robbed of 
several bolts of cloth noticed his 
property for sale in a shop. Although 
the three have refused to cooperate 


with the police, investigators have 
been able to recover most of the 
goods from warehouses in Hoion, 
Bat Yam and Jaffa, and to 
reconstruct the suspected thieves’ 
modus operandi. 

According to a police spokesman, 
the arrested men would buy items in 
public auctions from the Defence 
Ministry. They would use receipts 
from the auctions το convince buyers 
that goods ther had stolen were 
legally acquired. the spokesman 
sald. Poiice sources sald the men are 
suspected of taking orders from 
merchants and then directing other 
thieves to burgle certaln premises 
for the ‘ordered’ goods.

Before they took over the three- 
storey bunker, six of the 
demonstrators locked themselves 
into the airport's operations room 
and smashed communications 
equipment and electronic flying aids 
with hammers, Airline sources said 
the damage caused by the hammer- 
wielding demonstrators would de! 
the opening of the airport fora 
month. 

After the operations room was 
wrecked, a group of demonstrators 
took refuge in an almost- 
impregnable concrete bunker they 
had built In the airport and started to 
throw Molotov cocktails and iron 
bars at police. 

Police then lowered a heavy net 
over the top of the bunker, forcing 
demonstrators to retreat inside. The 
squads of police, firing tear gas and 


wearing special fireproof clothing, 
‘swarmed up a ladder onto the roof 
and then climbed onto an 18-metre 
tower on top of the bunker to catch 
four white-helmeted demonstrators 
who had tried to escape. 

The four were lowered to the 
ground by ropes as other police rush- 
éd the building and began slicing into 
the sides of the ferroconcrete struc- 
ture with cutting torches. 

Within minutes they poured Inside 
to round up the rest of the protesters 
— the bard core of thousands of 
students, farmers and leftists op- 
posed to the airport, located 60 km. 
northeast of the capital. 

The bunker which police overran 
was recently completed by one of the 
26 groups opposing the airport. It 
was considered almost impregnable 
because the only way in or out was 
by ladder. When the demonstratora 


. took refuge in the bunker, they would 


climb up the ladder and then pull it 
up after them to keep the police out. 

The Japanese cabinet will decide 
today whether to postpone the open- 
ing of the $2.6b. airport after the 
operations tower equipment is

Ten murders and four murderers 


BRADFORD, England {AP). — A 
rash of grisly murders involving 10 
female victims has launched police 
in Northern England's Yorkshire 
County on four separate murder 
hunts and stretched their resources 
to the limits. 

When the latest body was found on 
Sunday, police already were hunting 
three killers, including one nicknam- 
ed “The Ripper"’ and believed 
responsible for seven of the deaths. 

Detective superintendent Trevor 
Lapish told a news conference 
yesterday that following the dis- 
covery of the corpse of a 22-year-old 
prostitute, they now believe they are 
looking for four murderers. He said 
the battered body of Yvonne Pearson 


had been concealed under aban- 
doned furniture on ἃ vacant Jot in 
this industrial city and may have 
been there for over two months. 

“The Ripper” is named after the 
notorious London killer of 1888 “Jack 
the Ripper" who was believed to 
have Killed as many as 20 
prostitutes. He was never caught. 

Police believe the Yorkshire 
“Ripper” ia responsible for the 
deaths of six prostitutes and another 
woman possibly mistaken for one. 
They say savage injuries on the 
bodies have all been similar. 

Lapish said police believe the 
deaths of three victims are the work 
of three other killers acting 
separately,

— The speeding 
three-horse troika, which once held 
together the sprawling Russian em- 
pire, is coming back into vogue as 
the Soviet Union seeks to preserve

The uniquely Russian three-horse 
sleigh or carriage. the primary 
‘means of transport 100 years ago 
among isolated, snowbound cities, 


has found a new vogue as a sport and - 


as the centrepiece of national 
festivals. 

Made obsolete at the turn of the 
century by roads and rail transport, 
the troika all but disappeared, and 
the art of managing its team — the 
lead horse trotting and the two side 
horses galloping — was almost lost.

of Palestine. The Lebanese Prime 
Minister concluded his Jetter, dated 
Beirut, March 18, 1938, with an ex- 
pression of cordial best wishes for 
Moshe Shertok, of the Jewish Agen- 


cy. 

The irony was that when the 
settlers moved In on the night of 
March 21, carrying their tools, 
supplies and weapons — with the ex- 
ception of one machinegun carried 
by camel — on their backs up the 
steep mountainside, they were im- 
mediately attacked by an Arab 
band. Two of the young settlement's 
defenders, Ya‘acov Berger and 
Yehuda Brenner, were killed. Of the 
latter, a friend wrote: “He spilled 
his blood on conquered ground, new, 
virgin, wild land.” 


THUS HANITA, perched on its lone- 
ly mountainside in the far north, 
became an epic, but not an isolated 
epic. 

“Tt 1s,"" wrote the Zionist Review, 
“characteristic of the idealism, the 
regardiessness of self, of the Jewish 
pioneers; it is a vivid illustration of 
the strength of character which that 
idealism has created. It ts 
characteristic above all of the Jew in 
his own homeland, of the Jew who 
has ceased to be a slave, and become 
8 man." 

Lofty sentiments indeed, and to- 
day we may look back at them in 
broader perspective. And it Is of 
special interest, now, and perhaps 
even 8. cause for optimism to note 
that there was a time, not so very 
long ago, when a Lebanese Prime 
Minister could promise security for 
Israel's northern border, even if he 
couldn't guarantee anything.

Needing real answers 


LISTENING IN.../Ze'ev Schul 


LAST WEEK was the wéek of un- 
answered questions. 

Why did it take us so long to react 
to the terrorist attack? Why didn’t 
we concentrate on “breaking the 
hack" of the terrorists instead of em- 
barking on a campaign to conquer 
territory (even if only for a short 
while), which didn't even stop the 
katyushas falling on upper Gaiflee? 
Why did the Lebanese villagers flee 
en masse and why the backlaah in in- 
ternational! opinion? 

One might have expected some 
answers to be broadcast during the 
past fortnight, There were commen- 
taries, and commentaries on the 
commentaries — not to mention the 
statements, pathetic, bombastic and 
otherwise. But no real anawers. 

‘The trouble was that it wasn't me 
asking the questions. Leading com- 
mentators the world over were ask- 
ing them — and reaching their own 
conclusions. And they were fed, un- 
fortunately, by reports emanating 
from Beirut. 

Take the point of the interval 
between the terrorist action on the 
coastal road and the Israel Army 
reaction. It puzaled many. One par- 
tial answer was, obviously, the bad 
weather. This may seem a trivial ex- 
cuse. But by the time the heavy seas 
had subsided and the dust storms 
had settled, it could only be assumed 
that the Fatah would be ready and 
waiting. Hence the "conventional" 
steamrolier tactics, which were 
probably the last kind of operation 
the Fatah had anticipated, 

The plans called for a Hmited 
“security belt.'" But then the more 
distraut Moslem villages decided to 
throw their lot in with israel and the 
IDF found Itself with a bigger chunk 
than it had intended to bite off. 

The International media preferred 
their own version of this story based 
on the Thousand and One Nights ac- 
counts given by the refugees who 
came pouring into Beirut. 


WHY did the villagers run? It seems 
to me that they had good reasons: 
but above all, perhaps, they had a 
bad conscience, fearing that the 
Christians would attempt to make 
amends for what they had suffered 
at the hands of the Moslems and the 
terrorist gangs during the past few 
years. 3 

Why hadn't any reporter written 
about life under the Fatah all these 
years? Why didn't we hear of the 
robberies, murdera and rapes com- 
mitted by men who were largely 
motivated not by ideology but by ex- 
cellent pay and service conditions 
and freedom from conventional law 
and order? 

T recall hearing of an old woman in 
a Shia village of southern Lebanon 
discovering the decapitated body of 
her young daughter. Her story never 
made the radio features elther. . 

The IDF's casualty list was ap- 
proximately 20 dead and over 100 
wounded. How does this fit in with 
the stories of “heavy fighting?"" The 
figure is lesa than one might have an- 


Ucipated for a single infantry skir- 
mash. 

And how about the terrorists 
thems¢ives? Most of them ran for 
their Hves at the first shot. aban- 
doning thelr positions and weapons, 
and failing even to touch off the 
charges they had placed under 
culverts and preciplces. True, the 
Fatah were outnumbered. But this is 
the kind of terrain in which a single 
small unit can hold off substantially 
larger and hetter equipped enemy 
forces for days: narrow roads, 
serpentine mountain passes, and 
deep ravines covered by low but 
dense follage and providing plenty of 

rock cover. 

The one time the Fatah did draw 
blood was when an Israel spearhead 
unit was lured inte a village by 8 
white flag of surrender. 


THE ONE shining exception in the 
commentaries we heard was that of 
“Ea'aretz"’ correspondent, Ze'ev 
Schiff, enjoying the enforced leisure 
of a printers' strike at his 
newspaper. He is the one journalist I 
know who is capable of reaching in- 
dependent conclusions in the 
military beat. 

Wanted: More of his calibre, in- 
cluding a couple for Israel Radio and 


Galei Zahal. Qualifications I would . 


recommend: an occasional 
willingness to go out on a limb and 
even arouse the ire of our censors 
who, obeying higher dictates> still 
seem to use pre-1948 underground 
movement yardsticks. 

To summarize: a week full of in- 
formation I didn't want set off by lots 
of information I would have liked but 
didn't get 

Perhaps what we need is a 
Minister of Information — someane 
who knows what it's all about. 


AGAINST this background, the 
laboured attempts by some of the 
popular entertainers to keep us 
amused this Purim fell as flat as this 
country’s image. In my humble opi- 
nion there has been no real Israeli 
humour worth listening to on the air 
since the late lamented ‘"Three Men 
in a Boat" of the 1960s. There is of 
course the “Gashash Hahiver'" trio 
bit they've repeated themselves too 
often. ‘ 


FUNNIER, I thought, were the three 
dignitaries of Galllee development- 
towns vying for settlers. They could 
have ‘been members of the Chelm 
Municipal Council.

Γ of the "s light in-

By importing gold directly 


instead of buying [t abroad 
and re-shippiig it from Europe, 
Israel would save considerable 
money on the original purchase. It 
would also save one per cent paid 
now for transport and insurance, and 
three per cent paid ag commissions. 

None of the speakers was willing to 
be pinned down on which country 
would supply Israel] with the gold in- 
gots, but none denied that the most 
likely source would be South Africa. 

Although gold jewelry constitutes 
the biggest part of the overall 
category of arts and crafts, the sales 
for the entire category have also 
been rising at a fast pace. If these 
were $14m. in 1973, they were $32m, 
in 1977, and should reach $48m. this 
year, and $120m. in 1980. 

At present some 4,000 persons are 
engaged In various phases of the 
vocation, and they work (or own) 
some 800 workshops, most of them 
quite small.

Entire sardine catch 
sold to industry 


HALFA. — The canning industry will 
buy the entire catch of the sardine 
fishing season, which starts next 
month. This follows an ment 
reached this week with the 
Fishermen's Union. 

The industry will pay the 
fishermen 82 per cent more than last 
year, and prices will range from IL3 
‘to 11.3.32 per kg., according to size. 

The previous two seasons were 
very bad, with only about a quarter 
of the usual 1,200 tons landed. Since 
fish for canning is also scarce and ex- 
pensive abroad there was no difficul- 
ty im reaching agreement this year, 
although the fishermen had asked for 
a 40 per cent rise. 


Retail VAT may 
be revamped 


VAT collection and reporting at the 
retail level may be revamped ‘in 
due course, if experience warrants 
it,” Finance Minister Simha Ebrlich 
said yesterday. 

He told the secretary of the 
Jerusalem Merchants Association, 
Avraham Birnbaum, that exempting 
retailers now from handling their 
end of the VAT collection process is 
premature — “but we are not ruling 
it out."” 

Birnbaum noted that Ehrlich and 
other Likud leaders — while in the 
opposition — last year pledged to 
amend the VAT law so that suppliers 
would lay the retailers’ VAT at 
source.

HALA. — The Ports Authority has 
awarded to a foreign company a job 
worth some IL60m. — the lengthen- 
ing of the Haifa Port breakwater, 
which will make the construction of 
ἃ new container terminal possible.

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Bottlenecks when Arab 
workers stay away en masse

TEL AVIV. — Garbage in some 
towna wag not picked up for deys; 
bakeries were unable to fill ordera 
for bread; production linea stopped 
for lack of operators...ali these and 
other bottlenecks resulted from the 
absence of workers from the ad- 
ministered territories. These Arab 
workers were not permitted to come 
into Israel after the terrorist attack 
two weeks ago and in some cases {t 
took a week or more for them to 

return to their jobs. 

Now that things have returned to 
normal. we asked Baruch Haklal, 
head of the employment service in 
the Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs, what can be done to prevent 
such bottlenecks in the future. In the 
short run, he said, there 18 little the 
Ministry can do, because Israeli 
workers (Jews and Arabs) don't 
want these jobs. The Ministry Is try- 
ing to induce certain welfare 
recipients and disabled people who 
can be trained for some jobs to join 
the labour force in the kinds of blue- 
collar production jobs where they 
are needed. 

This is not easy. The very fact that 
48,000 Arabs from the administered 
territories are sent by the labour ex- 
changes to do these jobs (thousands 
More work in Israel illegally and 


without labour exchange protection) 
is a result of the employment ser- 
vice's inability to fill these jobs with 
Israeli workers. 

Haklal emphasized, however, that 
Israe! has no intention of depriving 
Arabs workers from the territories 
of their liveliood, even if Jews and 
Arabs from within the pre-1967 
borders could be induced to take jobs 
in the fields which Arabs trom the 
territories now dominate. The 
Government has a humanitarian 
obligation to these workers, he said. 

What the Labour Ministry wants to 
do, he explained, is to deploy the 
workers from the territories among 
a wider variety of occupations and 
employers. At the same time, the 
Ministry wants to bring Israeli 
workers into those fields in which 
their number is now insufficient. The 
purpose of all this is to avoid 8 situa- 
tion in which an employer, or an en- 
tire branch of the economy, ia so 
dependent on workers from the 
territories that work stops whenever 
these workers are unavailable — 
whether because of a Moslem holi- 
day or for security reasons. 

In seasonal work, such as the pick- 
ing of citrus fruit, the Ministry tries 
to employ high school pupils, college 
students and women to avoid com- 
plete dependence on workers from 
the territories. 


Likud MK plans attack on 
magnanimity to yordim

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A deal with the civil servants 


THE WAGE NEGOTIATIONS in the public sector, which are 
still threatened by strikes in essential services, once again push 
to the fore some basic problems that have to be tackled. The 
real issues go far beyond the immediate settlement of wage 
claims. : 

It is generally agreed that the public sector workers have a 
just claim for an adjustment of theit wages — certainly in com- 

with other sectors of the economy, and probably also ab- 
solutely. Treasury estimates show that the average real level of 
wages in the public sector at the end of 1977 was no higher than 
in 1971. It is highly questionable whether this stagnation is 
desirable from any point of view. 

A wage and employment policy designed tc encourage 
workers to move from the services into production cannot be 
implemented by reducing real wages in the public service. The 
main result would be — as experience has shown — that the best 
qualified public servants will leave the public service without 
necessarily going into industry or other priority sectors of the 
economy. : 

It is equally unrealistic to believe that the government can 
economize by underpaying civil servants. An underpaid and un- 
derqualified civil service wili compel the government to con; 
tract out more of its functions. Generally, this will cost more, 
not less, than if the same functions had been carried out by an 
adequate civil service. 

The government will in all likelihood have to yield to a good 
part of the present wage demands of its employees. It should, 
however, use the opportunity to make the first move towards a 
long overdue overhaul of labour relations, conditions of work 
and service and the basic structure of the public service. 

In this respect, the demands put forward on behalf of the 
government by the new Civil Service Commissioner, Dr. 
Avraham Friedman, are a step in the right direction. Wage 
negotiations should not be a one-way street, and demands for 
more pay — however justified — may rightly be countered with 
requests for changes in the terms of employment that could lead 
to greater efficiency and, ultimately, to a reduction in the size of 
the public sector. 

It is almost platitudinous to say that 2 government employee 
fulfilling a socially approved function is doing just as essential a: 
job as a production worker in an export or defence industry. He 
should therefore be paid a decent living wage, and not be singled 
out to carry a disproportionate’ burden of a policy designed to 
change the structure of employment. 

There are other approaches to this end. One is the elimination 
of those functions of government which are superfluous either 
because they duplicate others or can be carried out by the 
private sector. The present government which, more than its 
predecessors, was committed to make progress in that direc- 
tion, has regrettably done nothing in this respect. Even those 
few functions that have already been eliminated have not yet 
resulted in a streamlining of the civil service. 

The government is not entirely to blame, because any effort to 
streamline the public service comes up against the deeply in- 
grained work habits and rigidities which.the Civil Service Com- 
missioner is now trying to loosen up. 

The civil servanta ought to cooperate in this effort if they want 
their legitimate wage claims to be recognized. A job in the 
government must no longer remain a safe berth, with automatic 
promotion guaranteed, irrespective of merit, and without 
mobility between departments. Nor can the conditions of work 
remain oblivious to the prime task a civil service has to perform 
— to serve fhe public. 

A substantial wage increase in the public sector will no doubt 
create budgetary difficulties for the government. But if it can be 
used to initiate a process for making the public service more ef- 
ficient, the price will be well worth paying in the long run. 
Rather than being (ἃ on the issue of wages, the government 
would therefore be well advised to put the emphasis on the . 
counter-conceasions to be obtained from the civil servants un- 
ions and committees. 
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TWENTY-FIVE of Yosef Harmelin's 
53 years had been sperit wrapped in 
the anonymity of Israel's secret ser- 
viee, 10 of them as commander of the 
Shin Bet. Only with his retirement 
two years ago was his identity made 
public. Today he heads an oil in- 
dustry servicing company. 

Hamelin oa carries within him 
the Zionist ideals of his youth. He 
was rescued from Vienna by Youth 
Aliya, reaching this country in 1938, 
and spent his first years in the Ben 
Shemen youth village. later joining 
Kibbutz Neve-Yam, where the first 
of his three children was born. 
Although formally a kibbutz 
member for 10 years, his World War 
ΤΙ service {Jewish Brigade} and in- 
volvement in the Bricha reduced his 
actual stay to two years. 

After all those years of combating 
Israel's external enemies, Harmelin 
found the revelations of the internal 
menace most disturbing. 

"One had heard of such things 
before, but having it all laid out 
before us in such detail was quite a 
shock. If we don't make an all-out 
national effort, law-breaking may 
yet reach Western levels,"* he warn- 
ed sombrely. ~e τ 

‘Asked to compare the subject of 
the commission's report with his 
previous duties, Harmelin held that 
the main trouble is that the total 
identification that the security ser- 
vices can always rely upon when 
seeking citizen's help against 
Israel's enemies is missing when it 
comes to dealing with criminals. - 

-“When it comes to our confronta- 


; tion with the Arabs, everything is ab- 


solutely clear. That is not the case 
with law-breaking. The line blurs 
somcnow between the good guys and 
the bad guys.” 


“WHAT CONCERNED him was that 


“people who cheat on income tax or 
park their cars legally are not con- 
sidered beyond the pale." He 
wondered whether the constant cut- 
ting of corners in the struggle for 
survival, before and since in- 
dependence, might not have blunted 
moral perceptions. 

For him, the lack of respect for 
law begins in the home and at school, 
and he fears that the line between 
what is permissible and what is not 
has now grown so-fuzzy as to have 
disappeared entirely. That is why 
the Shimron Commission’s members 
believe that so much attention must 
be devoted to the educational side of 
the problem, the preventive ele- 
ment. 

What about organized crime? 
“Those who discounted it in recent 
years did a lot of harm,” said 
Harmelin. ‘What is terrifying is the 
attempt to undermine the state's 
authority by penetrating its in- 
stitutions and unduly influencing its 
officers by corrupt means. There is a

PLAYING ἃ bon political role takes 
ἃ lot of political how. This is 
the lesson taught by the jockeying 
for the presidency in recent weeks. It 
is a lesson to be observed as well 
after the ballots are counted. 

Keeping the presidential office 
non-political requires rea] political 
wisdom. Our best presidents have 
been experienced politicians. Their 
achievement has been in tapping the 
power potential of the office for the 
sake of non-political, symbolic aims. 

Ben-Gurion learned this lesson 
almost in spite of himself. He would 
never had agreed to his old rival 
Chaim Weizmann being other than a 
figure-head President. With Weiz- 
mann‘s death, Ben-Gurion's first 
cholce for the post was Albert Eins- 
tein, a symbol of the intellectual and 
moral strength of the Jewish people. 

When Einstein declined, BSen- 
Gurion’s thoughts turned to a symbol 
of another sort: 8 Yemenite. But a 
Yemenite President (like Ben- 
Gurion's other declared objective, a 
Yemenite Chief of Staff) remained a 
consummation devoutly to be wish- 
ed. 


His actual choice was Yitzhak 
Ben-Zvi, 2 founder of the Labour 
Tacvement and 4 political veteran, 
whose studies of oriental Jewish 
communities had prepared him to 
dedicate his presidency to the 
national ideal of the Ingath of 
the Exties. His achievement in office 
was strikingly confirmed by the out- 
pouring of emotion from Sephardic 
Jews at his death. 


Mr. Begin's choice for the 
Presidency, however, is neither an 
Einsteln nor a Yemenite. But this is 
not the rea} issue. The critical ques- 
tion Is whether any candidate who 
lacks political experience can 
preserve the non-political, symbolic 
nature of the office. 


IN NON-POLITICAL as in political 
rotes, the character of the incumbent 
has a lot to do with determining the 
character of the office. Given the 
right man and the proper cir- 
cumstances, 2 non-political role can 
take on a distinctly political coloura- 
tion, In fact, drawing ἃ hard and fast 
line between the two is all but im- 
possible. 

‘The Chief Rabbinate is a case In 
point. Non-political powers have 
been used there more than once for 
political ends. In 1974, for example, 
the traditional rabbinical role of giv- 
ing advice to petitioners was expand- 
ed to include advising the National 
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Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren has been 
interpreting Scripture to help Presi- 
dent Carter understand why Judea 
and Samaria are within the borders 
of the Land of Israel] and to convince 
ΟὟ} Emunim that Sinal is not. Most 
recently, he has given the traditional 
rabbinical blessing to the Prime 
Minister's candidate for the 
presidency in a televised ceremony 
that looked very much like a political 
endorsement. 

Depending on the character and 
the ambitions of the presidential in- 
cumbent, presidential powers could 
be exercised — and even expanded 
— to achieve presidential policy ob- 
jectives. This could occur without 
any change by legislation in the 
powers of the office. 

For example, in choosing the 
Prime Minister-designate. the Presi- 
dent must cali upon the Member of 
the Knesset most likely and able to 
obtain a majority of the Knesset for 
his government. Prof. Likhovski has 
suggested that In the particular cir- 
cumstances of Israel, where no 
single party commands a majority, 
it may be part of the President's 
duty to actively assist in the 
negotiations leading to the coalition 
agreement. 

In a multi-party free-for-all, a not 
unlikely prospect since Labour's loss 
of a dominant position, this might in- 
volve real discretion on the part of 
the President. Might there not be a 
politically efficacious presidential 
blessing for a favoured Prime 
Minister-designate? 


THE BASIC LAW setting forth the 

of the President is not the 
beat place to look for an answer to 
this and similar questions. By law 
the President is designated as Chief 
of State and is subject to statutory 
limitations indicating that he enjoys 
considerable power. For instance, 
there [5 ἃ two-term limitation, drawn 
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from American experience, hard to 
square with a purely. ceremol 
conception of the office. . 

Surely an argument could be made 
that the powers granted him by law 
should be construed broadly, in ac- 
cordance with the nature of the of- 
fice. How persuasive such an argu- 
ment might be, however, would de- 
pend on the circumstances in which 
it was presented. ᾿ 

In a crisis with other political 
forces stalemated, it ig not un- 
reasonable to expect a development 
of presidential power commensurate 
with presidential policy objectives. 
These might include, for example, 
furthering the creation of 8 govern- 
ment of national unity, a8 was 
reported to be the case at one point 
during the Katzir incumbency. 

Or suppose there should he a 
return to last spring's situation of an 
interim government that had lost the 
support of a majority in the Knesset. 
Many favoured limiting its authori- 
ty. A government not enjoying 
parliamentary confidence, it was 
argued, should not have the power to 
make critical deciaions. 


WHAT. IF circumstances should 
make such decisions urlavoidable? 
Governmental weakness, political or 
legal (if proposed statutory 
limitations are enacted), would en- 
courage presidential initiatives. This 
waa the lamentabie experience of 
the pre-Hitler Weimar Republic. 
Multi-party governmental instabili- 
ty resulted In frequent recourse to 
presidential emergency powers. 
The political potential of the 
presidency, even without an expan- 
sion of the formal powers of the of-- 
fice, cries out for mature political 
wisdom. The non-political character 
of the office can be best preserved by 
an elder statesman whose policy objec- 
tives rise beyond personal or par- 
tisan advantage to the strengthening 
of the national consensus. This is the 
true symbolic role of the office.

Sir, — I couldn't believe what I 
was reading, in your International 
Edition, that Rabbi Kalman Kahane, 
a Knesset member, had charged 
Professor Maurice Levy and his 
medica] team with manslaughter” 
because they Aortormed a. heert 
transplant on Abdulia Azam.

My husband, Jud W. Kane, had a 
heart transplant in September 1978 


at the Stanford University Hospital - 


in Palo Alto, California. The surgery 


was performed by Dr. Norman. 


Shumway. This surgery was done as 
ἃ last resort — a final chance. There 
were no other roads of lfe to take — 
which is when and why doctors do 
heart transplants. - te 
Let me give you a summarized 
history of my husband's background 
before the transplant. In. 1971, my 
husband's heart trouble began to 
take a tarm-for the worse: of the 
three main arteries, one was 75 per 
cent blocked, another 80 per cent 
blocked. Yet they could not perform 
& coronary bypass, because in 1971 
the surgery was not perfected yet to 
the point it is today. I won't go into 
details of what the next two years 
were like for us. In January 1973, he 
suffered a massive coronary that 
damaged 40 per cent of his heart. We 
still don't know how he survived 
that, but he did. Six weeks later, they 
had to perform an arteric bypass. On 
the morning of Pessah, he fainted 
and went inte surgery to have a 
pacemaker put in — and he survived 
that too. Yet during the weeks and 
months that followed, he became 
hebeo pa! wiepiing τς τ. The doctors 
e , but to no avail. Soa 
heart transplant was suggested as 
his last chance for life. We studied it, 
discussed, it, and my husband said 
yes.— he wanted so much to live! 
We were lucky — Dr. Shumway 
accepted us. When we flew to Palo 
Alto, my husband was more dead 
than alive.
